EXCLUSION OF SOVIET PROD- 
UCTS WOULD BE STEPPING 
STONE, Is VIEW 


OTTAWA, Aug. 2.-The Imperial 
conference is “a war conference,” It 
has two objects—-one is to increase 
the tariff, the other to exclude the 
products of Soviet Russia, The second 
objective is merely qa stepping-stone 
to war with the attack centred on the 
Sovie; union. 

The ‘above declarations featured 
the speech of James Lederick, secre- 
tary of the World's Unity League ‘1 
Canada, before the national conven- 
tion of unemployment councils here 
Monday. 

Called to the platform by A-cx 
Gauld, of Montreal, afternoon chair- 
man of the convention, Mr. Lederic« 
said that the gathering met to dis- 
cuss not. only the Imperial conference 
but “methods for meeting the exploit- 
ation and slavery throughout the 
British empire.” 

“What sort of conference ig this 
when we have delegates from a! 
over the empire but no such thing as 
a working class delegate?” asked Mr. 
Lederick, in reference to the Imperial 
conference. It was a conference of 
millionaires, he said. The proposay to 
embargo Russian goods was an 
effort to keep down the workers. 

Premier Bennett knew that the 

building of the Soviet Union was the 
erection of “a bulwark for the work- 
ers of Canada.” He wished to organ- 
ize the empire into a solid phalanx 
against Russia, declared’ Mr. Leder- 
ick. 
' Agreement with this viewpoint was 
offered by other unemployed dele- 
gates. P. Ritchie, of Montreal, as- 
serted that the Imperial conference 
was a war conference because it was 
planning to boycot; Russian goods.

our national life. There is some evi- 
dence, however, that the shortcut has 
turned out to be a ‘etour. For the 
reort esrious devolopmeut of these 
prohibition years is the radicaly 
changed attitude which has made 
liquor a social necessity with many 
people who, before prohibition, would 
not have tolerated its use. _ 

I am not quite gullible enough to 
lay the blame for this condition ex- 
clusively on prohibition. These post- 
war years have witnessed the break- 
down, for good or ill, of a good many 
conventions. The use of liquor is only 
one of the manifestations of a change 
in the temper of society. Nor is this 
phenomenon exclusively American. 
Hard-liquor parties, particularly 
among young people are said to be 
as definite a sign of the times in 
Great Britain as in the United States. 
But whether people drink in he 
United ‘States because they like 
liquor or because they do not like the 
law, the fact remains that less odium

In fact, there is probably no devel- 
opment that wou-d so immediate’y 
Strengthen the case for prohibition as 
the collapse, in actual practice, of 
one of the many plans that have been 
proposed to supplant it. If the plan 
did not collapse—if, instead, it result-
